MOSCOW (AP)—Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev claimed Friday the 
Soviet Union has created a new 
global rocket which is invulner­ 
able to antimissile weapons and 
can attack the United States from 
any direction. 
The new rocket, he said, out­ 
dates the United States’ elaborate 
radar ane warning system s in­ 
tended to protect it from missiles 
aimed over the North Pole. 
He also announced the launching 
of a new Sputnik. The official 
news agency. Tass, indicated it 
w as an unmanned vehicle. 
The two announcements were 
made before several thousand peo­ 
ple who came to cheer Khrush­ 
chev 
in 
his 
unopposed election 
campaign in a Moscow district for 
the Supreme Soviet. The election 
is Sunday. 
Will Never Agree 
“We will never agree” to the 
international 
inspection 
system 
proposed by the United States at 
the 17-nation disarmament confer­ 
ence in Geneva, he said. 
The Soviet Union will carry out 
a new series of nuclear tests, he 
said, if President Kennedy goes 
on with his plan to conduct at­ 
mospheric tests in the mid-Pacific 
in late April. 
The Soviet government is not 
sticking to any fatal deadlines for 
solution of the Berlin problem,! 
and will spare no time or efforts 
to persuade the West to accept its 
solution, but such a solution can­ 
not be endlessly delayed, he said.

Khrushchev gave no details of | 
the stage of development of the 
global rocket, which he called a 
new weapon. 
He made the announcement in 
connection with his views on dis­ 
armament, declaring 
Americans 
no longer are immune from the 
consequences of war and it w'ould 
take “a lunatic to trigger off war 
against" Communist countries.

“I reached down and pulled out 
the plug so the water could drain 
out,’’ she said, “then the clamps 
let loose and the lamp fell into 
the water with me—a tub full of 
water. All heck broke loose. I 
just stiffened. I was sitting there 
one minute and the next minute 
my feet were against the wall. 
“It just froze me solid. I could 
not move a finger. I can rem em ­ 
ber even my eyes were stiff. I 
couldn't get my eyes open. I was 
I just lying there stiff as a board.

through me. I could just feel the 
electricity going through me.

was quivering with power going 
through me." 
Mrs. Simpson said as the water 
drained it seemed to grab her “in­ 
stead of being steady.”

Imposition of collectivist rule in Cuba is 
Intended to so tighten Com m unism ’s em brace 
that it cannot be loosened by the removal of 
any one leader or idol. 
It provides the kind of floating power that 
carried the Soviet m aster model through the 
Impact of Stalin’s death and the succession of 
pretenders who followed until K hrushchev con­ 
solidated his position. 
As applied to Cuba, it 
consists of a 25-member directorate that answers 
neither to an electorate nor any other expres­ 
sion of popular support. 
Moscow - trained Communists now openly 
run Cuba's governm ent and direct the single 
party that offers no choice of candidates. Their 
control 
thus 
becomes 
self-perpetuating 
until 
forcibly removed. 
Accordingly, 
disillusionment 
with 
Castro 
becomes inconsequential. All significant power 
resides elsewhere. 
In 
subverting 
Cuba 
international 
Com­ 
munism has subverted the Monroe Doctrine. 
W hereas the United States once considered itself 
solely responsible for ridding this hem isphere 
of foreign influence it now prefers to act in 
concert with Latin American countries. 
A test of this collective security’s effective­ 
ness is now at hand. Unless the Organization 
of American States can succeed in isolating and 
strangling the Communist danger in Cuba, the 
United States may find it necessary to return 
to its original concept of the Monroe Doctrine.

WASHINGTON — It s beginning 
to look as if the unruly House of 
R epresentatives is more than it s 
new Speaker, John McCormack, 
can m anage 
He has all but lost control of 
its creaky, cum bersom e legisla­ 
tive m achinery to the strong-will­ 
ed com m ittee chairm en, most of 
them senior Southern Dem ocrats. 
The chairm en have 
formed 
a 
loose alliance with GOF leader 
Charlie Halleck's disciplined re ­ 
publicans. 
“ Two-Cadillac Charlie,” as re­ 
sourceful a guerrilla fighter as 
ever laid an ambush in the politi­ 
cal jungle, is boastfully predicting 
the defeat of three m ajor items 
of New Frontier legislation 
They are 
federal aid to educa­ 
tion, medical care for the elder­ 
ly, and tax reform s which Ken­ 
nedy needs to balance the budget. 
The most Halleck will concede 
is that weak bills might be al­ 
lowed to pass the House after the 
political stingers 
have 
been re ­ 
moved. 
One reason Halleck is calling 
the shots instead of McCormack 
is that the new Speaker, who cam e 
up from poverty to gain the third 
highest office in the land, is still 
practicing the precinct politics he 
learned back in Boston. 
He operates behind a smoke­ 
screen 
thicker 
than 
the 
cigar 
fum es he blows into the air around 
him. Within this acrid cloud, he 
confers, conciliates, and confab­ 
ulates: he trades in political prom ­ 
ises, favors and deals. 


Can The President Ignore Acts Of Congress? 


The point of the m atter is that there is an un­ 
believable shortage of com petent, trained office help. 
G irls who are college graduates and know how to use 
a typew riter do not necessarily know anything about 
office routines nor are they necessarily intelligent out- 
*ide their so-called fields of m ajor disciplines and 
much depends upon what college a girl went to. 
An 
A in some colleges m ay not bring a C at Radcliffe or 
B arnard and in an office, a very personable girl m ay 
be extrem ely dumb. 
An em ployer keeps changing in 
the hope that he 
will find someone as clever as 
the 
girl who m arried 
or died or went into business for 
herself. 
The em ploym ent agencies charge the girls too much 
for getting jobs for them and sm art ones seek other 
devices but no m atter how it works, a girl pays 
through the nose for getting a job and is discontented 
ever after. 
The agencies which rent girls for tem ­ 
porary or perm anent work do not call them selves 
agencies; they refer 
to them selves as 
service*, but 
they also charge 
for getting jobs 
The 
services are 
particularly valuable for m arried women who want 
tem porary work or for over age women who will not 
be accepted for perm anent positions because the insur­ 
ance com panies object to covering them in blanket 
insurance policies for fringe benefits. Of course, m ost 
women can lop five or ten years off their age at little 
expense and if a boss will not ask for a birth cer­ 
tificate what difference does it m ake? 
A beautician 
ii an industrial expense and there ought to be an 
income tax deduction for her services. 


The boss is desperate. He must get his work 
done. 
He does not find efficient gals, so he goes 
to any agency or service or whatever it may he. 
The service gives him an advantage because he is 
able to employ contract labor and avoid fringe 
benefits. 
Contract 
labor gives him the 
further 
advantage that if a girt conks out, the contractor 
replaces her. In such circumstances, the intimate 
secretary disappears; there is a laborer who is 
paid by the contractor who 
hills 
the boss. There 
are also no lapses between 
one 
girl and another. 
The contractor makes service continuous. 
But a 
middle 
man, a padrone, 
has stepped 
into the 
picture. 


The girl, of course, is dissatisfied, first because she 
knows that she is getting only a part of her wage; 
the rest goes to the contractor. 
The em ployer, how­ 
ever. is paying the full amount. 
Secondly, the em ­ 
ployer cannot ever establish a confidential relationship 
with such a girl as I bad, for instance, with a secretary 
who was with me nearly 20 years before she died 
The 
contractor is the real boss and there is 
no telling 
bow many girls he will provide in JO years 
Of course. 
some employers only use this form of contract labor 
for extras, but then extras have access to files, to 
Interoffice correspondence and carbon copies and are 
come today, gone tom orrow. 
* I* contract labor rd this type perm issible under the 
law and does it violate various fringe benefit laws* 
H ie question Is whether this is a tax evasion gim mick 
cr is it forced upon management as a m easure to 
assure office efficency?

can develop if our highest offi­ 
cials are inclined to by-pass v ar­ 
ious provisions of the document 
itself. When, therefore. President 
Kennedy indicates that, although 
Congress

doesn’t intend to have such planes 
m ade anyway, a sharp question 
arises. Can a President of the 
United States ignore a specific di­ 
rection enacted into law by Con­ 
gress that he spend money for a 
given purpose? 
Chairm an Carl Vinson of the 
House Armed Services Comm it­ 
tee disputes the P resident’s sup­ 
posed right to refuse to provide

arm am ent 
which 
Congress 
“ directs’’ him to provide 
What does the Constitution it­ 
self say about all this? It says: 
“ Congress shall have power. . . . 
“ To declare w ar. . . . 
“ To raise and support arm ies, 
but no appropriation of money to 
that use shall be for a longer 
term than two years; 
“ To provide and 
m aintain 
a 
navy; 
“ To m ake rules for the govern­ 
m ent and regulation of the land 
and naval forces; 
“ To provide for calling forth the 
m ilitia to execute the laws of the 
Union, suppress insurrections and 
repel invasions; 
“ To 
provide 
for 
organizing, 
arm ing, and disciplining the m ili­ 
tia. and for governing such part 
of them as m ay be employed in 
the service of the United States, 
reserving to the states respective­ 
ly the appointm ent of the officers, 
and the authority of training the

to the 
disci­ 
pline prescribed by Congress. . . .

of the m ilitia of the several states, 
when called into the actual serv­ 
ice of the United Sla<cs.” 


Plainly, a President can issue 
orders as to where and how the 
m ilitary services shall fight, but 
the obligation to provide the nec­

Congress, 
which appropriates the funds. 
It is the function of Congress, 
m oreover, to use its own judg­ 
m ent as to the size of the forces 
and how much equipm ent is need­ 
ed, and to decide finally w hat 
kind of equipm ent shall be fur­ 
nished. Executives of the depart­ 
m ents dealing with the Armed 
Services can subm it advice and 
recom m endations, but Congress, 
through the law-making process, 
is the final judge of what shall

The President, of course, can 
veto a bill, hut two thirds of both 
houses can enact it into law, any­ 
way.

It has been stated during the

Can a President of the 
United States arbitrarily decide 
for himself which laws passed by 
Congress he will enforce and which 
ones he will disregard? 
If so, 
what becomes of the Presidential 
oath, spelled out in the Constitu­ 
tion itself: “ I do solemnly sw ear 
<or affirm ) that I will faithfully 
execute the office of President of 
the United S tates” ? 
The Constitution also specifical­ 
ly declares, as one of the duties 
of a President, that “ he shall take 
care that the laws be faithfully 
executed.” 
But supposing a President delib­ 
erately ignores the wishes or di­ 
rections of Congress, w hat can 
be done about it? T h e e is only 
one 
course 
open, nam ely, im ­ 
peachm ent for “ m isdem eanors.” 
Would a refusal “ to faithfully exe­ 
cute” a law passed by Congress be 
a ' 'm isdem eanor"? One definition 
of “ m isdem eanor” 
is 
“ m iscon­ 
d uct.” Certainly 
refusal 
by 
a 
President 
to 
“execute” 
a law 
would be a breach of faith with 
the Congress.

He had scarcely taken over the 
gavel from the ailing Speaker Sam 
Rayburn last year than the un­ 
wieldy House began to flounder. 
Like school kids with the teacher 
away, the Congressmen ran rough­ 
shod over substitute McCormack 
when he attem pted to Dush through 
a postal rate increase. 


M eanwhile Long John, as the 
gaunt 
and grizzled 
McCormack 
is som etim es called, was letting 
Kennedy’s foreign-aid dollars get 
trim m ed in the House in his drive 
to 
become 
perm anent 
Speaker. 
He placated Louisiana Congress­ 
m an Otto Passm an, the chief for- 
eign-aid opponent, as he slashed 
the P resident's program trom $4.- 
800,000,000 to $3,870,000,000. Later 
P assm an turned round and voted 
for McCormack for Speaker. 
On the day Congress closed, an­ 
other am azing incident occurred. 
M cCormack ram m ed through a 
catch-all $1,000,000,000 appropria­ 
tions hill and adjourned the House 
for the year, though it is the duty 
of the I louse to wait for Senate 
am endm ents. 
It was the first time in the 
m em ory of Capitol Hill veterans 
that the House had not waited for 
the Senate. The sputtering Sena­ 
tors simply were forced to accept 
the House action on a like-it-or- 
lump-it basis. 


Recognized Wrong Man 


Some still wonder, for exam ple, 
w hether John deliberately allow­ 
ed opponents to kill the P resi­ 
dent’s proposed Urban Affairs De­ 
partm ent or w hether he was sim ­ 
ply inept. 
M cCorm ack's backroom trades 
have earned him the title, “ the 
great com prom iser.” He insists 
that he never com prom ises his 
convictions, but some Congress­ 
men wonder w hat private com ­ 
m itm ents m ay be behind one of 
good old John’s m aneuvers. 
M cCormack supposedly had an 
agreem ent from GOP leader llal- 
leck that the Republicans wouldn't 
force a vote on the m easure until 
after the Senate had acted. How­ 
ever, two m averick Republicans, 


Iowa Congressman H. R. Gross 
and 
M i c h i g a n 
C ongressm an 
George Meader, refused to take 
orders from HallecK anti conspir­ 
ed to force a vote in the House 
ahead of the Senate. 


To do this, M eader of M ichigan 
jum ped up and dem anded recog­ 
nition 
Many Congressm en knew 
why he wanted to be recognized, 
knew he wanted to bolt the leader­ 
ship and 
em barrass 
the W hite 
House. 
And for some strange reason 
John McCormack, sitting in the 
Speaker's chair, gavel in hand, 
recognized him. He didn't have to. 
He could have ignored him. But 
he gave M eader the 
nod 
and 
M eader thereupon proceeded to 
force an early vote on the U rban 
Affairs D epartm ent, which every­ 
one knew would cut the ground 
out from under Kennedy. 
Some congressm en are still won­ 
dering whether Long John Mc­ 
Cormack really didn’t know w hat 
M ichigan’s M eader w as up to. 


Another Deal Fizzled 


Another McCormack deal th at 
backfired was the 
abortive 
a t­ 
tempt to add three new seats to 
the House, som ething 
the 
late 
Mr. Sam had firmly opposed. 
Long John hoped to 
save 
a 
D em ocratic seat in his home state 
of M assachusets, so m ade a deal 
with Two-Cadillac C harlie to save 
the seat of a Pennsylvania Repub­ 
lican, Congressman Ivor Fenton, 
in return. 
This 
back-scratching 
arrange­ 
m ent was approved by 300 Con­ 
gressm en who had prom ised pri­ 
vately to vote for it. 
But to make sure Fenton got 
the extra Pennsylvania seat, Hal­ 
leck insisted upon an am endm ent 
w ritten 
into the 
law, 
and this 
would have forced Pennsylvania 
Congressmen to run in the state 
at large instead of in their own 
districts. A howl of protest w ent 
up and the deal began to com e 
apart. 
McCormack 
tried 
desperately 
to patch it together but failed. 
Finally he called in *he press and 
repudiated his 
own 
deal. 
The 
House decided to stick wdth its 
traditional m em bership. 
Inside the House cloakroom s. 
Congressmen 
are shaking 
their 
heads sorrowfully and saying how 
much they m iss Mr. Sam .

that several of the biggest and 
the oldest are in terrible trouble. 
In fact, the bigger the magazine, 
the more terrible the trouble. 
Circulation, it is now seen, is 
a 
two-edged 
sword. 
It 
costs 
money to send out all those m aga­ 
zines and circulation itself doesn’t 
m ake money. I don t know how 
the m agazine business ever got 
into the position of being stran­ 
gled by its o w ti success. To my 
simple childlike mind, the m aga­ 
zines m ade an awful error when 
they started selling their m aga­ 
zines for less than they cost to 
produce—thus putting them selves 
into the hands of Madison Ave­ 
nue. 
At 
any 
rate, 
the 
m agazines 
are stuck with the form ula, and 
the other day I had a talk with 
Robert Stein, the editor of Red- 
book, on the subject of editing a 
m agazine 
in 
this difficult 
and 
changing world. 
He went right 
to the heart of the problem: “ In 
1930 when people were alone and 
bored they read magazines. Now 
they w’atch television. Now m aga­ 
zines have to be more than time 
w asters. 
Now' 
magazines 
m ust 
give people something they can ’t 
find anyw here else. No one has 
ever edited a successful m aga­ 
zine without a set of goals. A 
m agazine can ’t just be soothing 
any longer. Television has taken 
that over.” 
Or to put it another way, just 
trying to tie popular is rot enough 
and 
in 
the 
magazine 
business 
popularity is actually an expen­ 
sive hindrance. “ Institutions have 
liecome successful because they 
had 
a 
useful 
purpose 
to 
be­ 
gin with. 
Unless people behind 
these institutions are aw are 
of 
change, 
they 
get to the 
point 
where their purpose is outlived. 
If 
you 
turn 
your 
attention 
to 
m aintaining the institution as it 
is instead of having a purpose. 
what are you doing?” 
Stein is editing a m ass m aga­ 
zine 
<3,500,000 
circulation1 
but 
still 
he's constantly 
lifting 
his 
sights 
because he believes the 
people 
are 
constantly 
lifting 
theirs 
“ I’ve l>ecn told that peo 
pie stop reading my magazine 


when they get into their fifties 
because if s not as pleasant a 
m agazine as some others, That s 
all right. I like to think of this 
m agazine as somewhere between 
a m usical comedy and an avant 
garde play nobody understands 
because I think the damn middle 
of our population is neglected, 
“There are millions of people 
who are 
interested and 
aware 
and I deplore the lack of talent 
and emotion on the part of most 
people 
in 
communication 
who 
serve their needs. 
Ed Murrow 
was no accident. You don’t aslc 
people what you want other peo­ 
ple to invent, do you? People who 
create 
something 
are 
not 
the 
slaves of the people they create 
it for.” 


I couldii t agree more The most 
successful publishing enterprises 
I know are those that are not 
slaves to their readers but are 
edited by individualists who know 
what they want — and the hell 
with the readers. 
“ We are doing less and les* 
to push the m agazine.’ said Stein. 
“ People are coming to us. Last 
year we m ade gains 
in every 
area of publishing without prom o­ 
tion 
To m e that's success." 
It does seem to m e that m aga­ 
zines repeat the sam e old form u­ 
las again and again and I asked 
him about this. “ We’ve run out 
of everything w e've had to say 
about sex. I'm afraid. But some­ 
thing new will come out. We’v# 
tem porarily exhausted race rela­ 
tions. I’ve said everything I va 
had to say about it anyhow, but 
tom orrow 1 11 find out how wrong 
I was. 
“ What we’ve exhausted most it 
our imagination. There are things 
to find out if we only are intelli­ 
gent enough in going about find­ 
ing them 
Often you find public 
opinion far outruns the boldness 
of what you think 
“ The w riters I treasu re most 
are the ones that surprise m s. 
I ve always been against the Hol­ 
ly wood system of taking a beauti­ 
ful dumb girl and m aking hep 
an 
actress, 
better to take 
an 
actress and m ake her look a i 
good as you can 
Y ou're much 
surer to get where you want ta 
go "
